These are some of the inmates of Simpson's 
Hospital, an institution founded a century 
and a half ago by George Simpson, a philan- 
thropic citizen, whose benevolence created a 
trust with a somewhat quaint conjunction of 
provisions. It was established “ for the re- 
ception of reduced, but respectable men of 
good character, who are permanently disabled 
either through effects of gout or want of 
sight.” Now Simpson’s is about to pass from 
our midst, and this interesting memorial of 
philanthropic benevolence is to be translated 
to another sphere. Not that the good work 
contemplated by the founder is to cease, or 
that the quaintly constituted little community 
of afflicted brethren is to be disbanded. On 


the contrary, the enterprise of a Dublin firm 


whose premises adjoin those of the hospital, 
and whose extension of business necessitated 
an extension of frontage, afforded a uni 

opportunity to the ‘hospital trustees of dis. 
ne. for a handsome sum of the old grey 
ouse in Parnell street, and acguiring as a 
new home the beautiful residence in Dundrum 
known as Wickham, which had just come 
into the market, and where, amidst delight- 
ful surroundings, the conditions of living will 
be incomparably better for those for whose 
welfare <nd comfort in their declining years 
it was the desire of their noble-hearted 
benefactor to provide.

AFTER 200 YEARS

BELL GOES BACK TO KILKENNY 
ABBEY. 


To-morrow afternoon, at 3 o'clock, a bell 
which had been in use for the past couple of 
centuries.in connection with the Town Hall 
clock at Dunlavin, Co. Wicklow, will be 
restored to the Dominican (Black) Abbey, 
Kilkenny. 

The bell, which weighs 14 stone, bears the 
following inscription :—'' Est Conventus S. 
Dominice, Kilkenw. Anno 1644.”

COMPULSORY IRISH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The question of compulsory Irish im 
mur elementary schodls is one Of even greater 
moment than the considerable expression of 
opinion which it has evoked would lead one to 
believe. The future of the Free State is 
threatened through this menace to the future 
of every school-going child within its borders 
which is the present policy of our Department 
of Education. The much-worried parents of 
the country have, for the past two years 
looked in vain to the Dail for some hope ot 
amelioration of what they generally regard as 
an infliction of injury upon their children. 

There is now a large and growing 
opinion through the country in favour of the 
withdrawal by parents of their children from 
the schools which are no Ag Aí of any FSS 
cal benefit to them. This would be a 
step. an addition to the injury that -has 


already been inflicted upom the children and 


an infliction of injury upon the teachers 
through the operation of the rule concerning 
averages which, strangely, is still maintained 
in our enlightened State. 

Better means of dealing with this burning 
uestion seem now. immediately to present 
Moat he, There is the Senate election. To 
a great many the Senate election represents 
only the fruitless expenditure of s@ many 
thousand pounds. But at its worst this 
prodigelity is surely less to the mation than 
the ultimate loss through our educational 
policy in intellect and opportunity to the Irish 
children of this generation. If th: Senate 
election can be used now to register the 
opinion of: the Irish people upon the eallous 
treatment of their children’ it will not have 
been altogether in main. What higher in- 
terest is involved in the Senate election’? 
Surely not even a ‘process of nati 
ornamentation! Surely not the stability of 
the State, since all the candidates are. pre- 
sumahly, equally interested in the stability of 
the State for twelve years.
